Terry made several announcements:

The 
Nominating Committee still needs applicants for 
the Secretary position. 4. When MDARC sponsors 
aclass for hams, those that pass, if they would be 
a first time new member, and they pass the class 
test, will be entitled to the rest of the year free of 
membership dues. 5. ATV will not broadcast the 
class material since it has been determined that it 
would not be legal. 6. The MDARC booth at 
Pacificon still needs helpers to sign up. Mike Burge 
noted that the REI initiative would tie-in with the 
Education Committee. Terry led a discussion about 
badges, id cards, pictures, membership cards, etc. 
He will verify with Sam, KO6JR, that membership 
cards will be printed, and that another line could 
be added to the membership form to enable 
members to buy badges.

Pacificon Photos on the Web - 
Made Fun with Today’s Great Tech 
Tools!

Photos of Pacificon 2001 are currently available 
for viewing and download on the web at 
http://members.home.net/pacificon2001. That 
webpage is also linked off our MDARC website at 
http://mdarc.org (next to the Pacificon logo). Check 
it out! 


Our family recently purchased a Sony digital 
camera (Cyber-shot DSC-S75 for those who care). 
| was looking for a chance to really put it to the 
test and do some serious playing with my new 
toy. So | decided to “take a few photos” at 
Pacificon. | got to play with my ham radio and new 
camera at the same time — what could be better? 
Well | kind of got addicted to it. | ended up taking 
over 200 photos during the 3 day event. One of 
the great things about digital cameras, however, 
is that you can see your photos right away and 
get rid of what you don’t like. As | was taking the 
photos | immediately got rid of about 70 or 80 of 
them — to make room for more! 


When | brought the photos home | transferred the 
remaining 140 photos to my computer through the 
USB transfer port on the camera. The computer 
actually sees the camera as another drive in 
Windows Explorer, so transferring is as easy as 
copying and pasting from the camera drive (which 
was E: drive on my computer) to C: drive. Of the 
remaining photos | decided that about 60 were 
fairly good and worth sharing with others. But how 
could | share 60 photos with several hundred club 
members? Dah! — the internet. Well, | recently 
got the web-authoring software Microsoft 
FrontPage. | decided | would try that out and see 
what | could create. Now this activity involved 
playing with ham radios, digital cameras, 
computers, cool new software and the internet. It 
was getting better! 


FrontPage has a fantastic feature called 
“PhotoGallery”. This allows you to select a bunch 
of photo files from a dialog box in FrontPage, write 
little captions for each photo, and the program 
does the rest. It creates a page with little thumbnail

versions of each photo, all nicely laid out. No ability 
to write html code required. The user clicks on 
the little thumbnail photo and sees a full sized 
version. This is an amazing tool! You add a 
FrontPage “theme” and your webpage has a 
coordinated color and font scheme. 


Although my camera is a 3.3 megapixel model, | 
took the photos at 2.1 megapixel to fit more photos 
on the Memory Stick storage in the camera. But 
even this resolution was way too big for posting 
on the web, because it would result in very long 
download times for dial-up web viewers. | used a 
photo editing program to downsize each picture 
from the original 1600x1200 pixels to a lower 
resolution of 600x450. The files were further cut 
down in size by being re-saved in a high 
compression jpg format. For permanent storage, 
all the original high-rez versions and the edited 
low-rez versions (and in fact the entire webpage) fit 
easily on one burned CD. 


So there’s the process. Amazing tools we have at 
our disposal today. And, if anyone wants to see 
the 150 pictures of our recent family vacation to 
southern California — just let me know! There’s 
Morro Bay and Mickey Mouse and our relatives in 
San Diego and.....
